Confusing Statements 
Come From Harris­ 
burg; Monday Is 
Starting Day. 


NO REPORTS AT 
LOCAL STATIONS 


J. M. Sheads Made 
Park Historian 


Motor car owners and garagemen 
of Gettysburg and Adams county 
were confused today when vague 
and conflicting statem ents were is­ 
sued In Harrisburg, announcing that 
the usual sem i-annual compulsory 
Inspection of motor vehicles will not 
begin next Monday. July I. 
Although official inspection sta ­ 
tions here have not yet received 
word that the next inspection will 
not be enforced, credence to tile 
statem ent that the inspection period 
will not be held was given by the 
fact that none of the garagemen 
have as yet received their supply of 
official stickers. 
No Stickers Here 
"The stickers usually come in long 
before this,” one inspection station 
proprietor said today, "and I believe 
that the inspection period will not 
be held." 
Sergeant T. N Boat#, of the local 
sub-station of the state highway pa­ 
trol here, was out of town today, but 
other members of the local sub-sta­ 
tion said they had not received word 
that the inspection period would not 
be held. 
Likewise, no word was re­ 
ceived at tile local office of the 
American

association 
that the Inspection period had been 
banned 
H. 
Edgar 
Barnes, secretary 
of 
Harrisburg, whose departm ent holds 
the inspection periods, was not clear 
about why the inspection was called 
out. nor whether it actually liad 
cen postponed 
D ata in Abetters 
Not in Gettysburg, but elsewhere 
in Pennsylvania, first intim ation of 
the move cume not in a public state­ 
m ent. but in letters from the de­ 
partm ent of revenue to the operators 
of inspection stations. 
Mr Barnes, far from having uny 
definite plan in mind, issued a tw o- 
edged statem ent in which he said 
that the state wished to remove 
onerous financial burdens on motor 
vehicle operators while at the sam e 
tim e continuing the highway safety 
which was tile sem i-annual Inspec­ 
tion period’s sole objective. 
"Tile question of having an in ­ 
spection period for the second part 
of the year is under advisement," 
he said 
"It is my plan to discuss the m at­ 
ter with Governor Earle during the 
early part of next week. T his con­ 
ference with the governor will d e­ 
termine whether we will have a 
proclamation issued for inspection of 
cars and trucks during the last six 
m onths of Hie year,"

,NE of my favorite stories in the Bible is where that woman came to 
the well to get a pitcher of water and found the Christ there, 
I 
ihould like to have been there
